DAKOTA NATIONAL GUARD. 

On assuming charge of this office on May 3rd, 1889, the organi- 
zation of the Militia was practically the same as at the date of the 
last report of the Adjutant General on Sept. 30th, 1888, consisting of

In consideration of the proposed division of the Territory, a re- . 
organization of the Guard has plaeed all the companies belonging 
to the southern part,of the Territory in the second regiment, and 
those of the northern part in the first regiment, to which was at- 
tached Battery “A” and the Battalion of Cavalry. 

On the 16th of May acompany of infantry was mustered into 
the service at Casselton and assigned to the first regiment.

The Guard is armed with 45 caliber Springfield rifles, model of 
1884, and two 8-in. Wrought Iron M. L. rifles, model of 1861, 
which are distributed as follows:

In 1887, the Territory procured ‘fifty cadet rifles for the Agri- 


cultural College at Brookings, forty of which were receipted for on 
May 19th, 1888, the other ten remaining in store at Bismarck until 
Oct. 18th, 1889, when they were ordered shipped to Brookings. 

The return of Ordnance and Ordnance Stores on Dec. 31st, 1887, 
shows a receipt of 100,000 Cartridges, but does not show that any 
had been issued or otherwise expended during the 4 ear, when it 
is well known that a large number was expended in rifle practice 
at the encampment at Huron in 1887 and by the different compa- 
nies during the year 1888. 

Early in June information was received at this office from the 
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War Department under date of May 22nd, that this territory had 
failed to send in a report of Ordnance and Ordnance Stores for 
the year ending December 31st, 1888, and that the matter required 
immediate attention. 

- After much delay in biie necessary 1n10rmation and vouch- 
ers, the report was forwarded to you for approval on the 2nd day 
of August, and transmitted to the Chief of Ordnance on the 6th, 
the receipt of which has been acknowledged. — 

Your attention is respectfully directed to some inaccuracies in 
the report of Ordnance for 1888 which haye been corrected in the 
one for the present year. Too many cartridges were expended 
and not enough paper targets, while no expenditure of rifle bullets, 

cartridge primers, small arms powder or pasters was reported. 

The report for the present year gives as correct a statement.as 
is possible of the Ordnance and Ordnance Stores for which the 
'l'erritory is responsible, and also a division of the stores for which 
the states of North and South Dakota will be responsible. 

The old condemned guns which were turned overat Huron in 
1887, were stored in the Capitol at Bismarck. "There should be. 
1,000 accounted for, but from an inventory taken of them in May 
last, and a division of them made on the 18th of Öct., only 836 
conld be found, 100 of which were shipped to the University at 
Vermillion, 340 to Watertown and. the remaining 396 are in the 
Capitol at Bismarck, leaving 164 unaccounted for. 


ACCOUNT WITH THE U. 8. 


The balance for 1888 due from the U. S. to the Territory for 
Ordnance and Stores (less some freight bills not in) is $2,895.13 ` 
Apportionment for 1889 on July 1st, | 6,644.89 


Total due Territory, $9,540.02 
According to an apportionment made by the Secretary of War, 
$4,088.58 is due North Dakota and $5,451.44 is due South Dakota. 
Requisitions for Ordnance and Ordnance Stores for these 
amounts were forwarded to the Secretary of War on Oct. 1st. 
On Oct. 29th information was received at this office to the effect 
that the Ordnance was ordered shipped from Rock Island Arsenal. 
"Your attention is respectfully directed to the fact that the list 
of Ordnance for North Dakota exceeds their proportion $186.79, 
while that of South Dakota is $233.34 less than their apportionment. 
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ENCAMPMENT. | 

In accordance with the provisions of: Section 37 of the Military 
Code, an encampment was determined upon, and on May 20th, 
general order No. 8 (subsequentlv modified by general order No. 
10) was issued calling the Guard into camp at Watertown, Dak., 
on Tuesday, the 25th of June, 1889. 

On June 12th general order No. 11 was issued orderlng Geu’l 
Geo. W. Carpenter (Chief of Supply) to assume command of 
Camp Ben Harrison with headquarters at Watertown. 

On June.[3th, general order No, 13 specified the time of depar. 
ture of the seyeral commands, and the particular routes by which 
they.were to proceed to camp. 

In consequence of the great distance traveled by a few of the 
organizations and necessary transfers. some little confusion, a 
‘little dissatisfaction, and some annoyance has resulted, all of which 
can easily be avoided in the future. 

The location of the camp, the careful preparation of the com- 
fort of the men and the abundant provision for their maintenance 

- have been the subject of many encomiums, not only from the 
.: officers and men of the Guard but. from many interested visitors. 

Your almost constant attendance during the encampment pre- 
. clades the necessity of particularizing on the details of camp duty 
,.and drills as performed during the six days in camp. 

In this connection, your attention is respectfully directed to the 
very able and critical report of Col. E. F. Townsend of the 12th 
U. X. Infantry, who was again detailed to inspect the D. N. G. 

. It would be well for the enlisted men, as well as the officers of 
the Guard, to read his report carefully, study its criticisms and 
act upon the recommendations contained therein. 

The carefully prepared report of Gen. Carpenter as Commander 

. of Camp Ben Harrison, which is made a part of this report, is 
worthy of your consideration. . 5 
. Your attention 18 also directed to the report of the Chief of 
Supply, from which it appears that the entire cost of this encamp- 
ment was $10,918.27, while the cost of the encampments in 1887 
at Huron and Bottineau exceeded $16,000.00 
FINANCE. 

The annual appropriation of $18,000.00 for the maintenance of 

the Militia has been proven to be insufficient to discharge the 
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obligations of the Territory to its troops. 
From infurmatiou received from the executive department under 


date of May 8th, 1889, it was learned that of theappropriation for 


- the fiscal year ending March 12th, 1889, there remained only 


$1,972.13, which amount was by the provisions of general order 
No. 6 applied on armory rent of the several organizations, leaving 
a balance justly due them, on armory rent, $1,027.87, and on cloth- 
ing allowance, probably $5,300.00, making a total of $6,327,877. 

The armory rent for this year has been paid up to Sept. 12th 
and there now remains in the Territorial treasury, of the military 
fund, a balance of $2,909.72. E 

Later— Vouchers for the following bills have since been drawn 
on this fund which it is hoped the Governors of North and South 
Dakota will recommed to be paid: -

It is earnestly recommended that the remainder, $2,769. 94, be 
applied on the Uniform Allowance of the several companies. ^ 

In the report of Gen. Harden, Sept. 30th, 1888, an appropria- 
tion of $25,000.00 was recommended, which would not have been 
large enough to meet the requirements providing the Cavalry had 


, been called into camp. That they were not, is solely due to the 
inadequacy of the appropriation to meet the necessary expenses . 


that would have been incurred. — 

1t is to be hoped that the legislatures of the two Dakotas will 
make ample provision for the maintenance of their National 
Guard. Elements exist in our Territory that make it wise, if not 
absolutely necessary, to have a sufficient and effective force of - 


. Militia in readiness for any emergency. 


A detailed aecount of vouchers, and for what purpose drawn, is 
made a part of this report, to which your attention is respectfully 


directed. 
PENSION BUREAU. 
Since May Ist, 1889, there has been but one application by this 
department for Original Pension and one for increase. Quite a 
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‘number of blanks have been furnished applicants, which have not 


yet been returned. Some inquiries have been made to the U. $. 
Pension Department as to the decisions on certain claims, all of 
which have been promptly answered. 

This department acknowledges valuable assistance rendered by 
the Adjutant Generals of Massachusetts, Ohio, Illinois, Wisconsin 
and Iowa, in answering the many inquiries for the present post- 
office address of conirades. 

It ıs earnestly recommended that the Adjutant Generals of North 


and South Dakota will take prompt measures to perfect, as far as 


possible, a roster of the old soldiers residing in their respective 
states. ` 

The recommendation. of the Adjutant General in his report 
Sept. 30th, 1888, in regard to the justice of providing for pensions 
for such members of the Guard as “may be disabled while in ac- 
tual service” is respectfully presented for your consideration, as 
well as that of the legislatures of the two Dakotas. | 

The thanks of this department are hereby tendered to the Hon- 
orable Secretary of, War and Capt. F. C. Ainsworth of of the Pen- 
sion Division of the War Department, for a certified copy of the 
“Muster out Roll? of Capt. Nelson Miners Co. “A,” 1stBattalion 
Dakota Cavalry, organized at Yankton, Dak., in April, 1862, mus- 
tered out at Vermillion, Dak.. by H. A. Theaker, Capt. 16th In- 
fantry, on May 9th, 1865; and Capt. William Tripp's Co. “B,” 1st 
Battalion Dakota Cavalry, organized at Elk Point, Dak., 1n Oct. 
1862, mustered out at Sioux City, Iowa, by Capt. H. A. Theaker, 
on Nov. 15th, 1865. 

GENERAL. 

Section 2 of the Military Code makes it the duty of County As- 
gessors to make out a “list of all persons liable to perform military 
duty.” From information received from Hon. L.-B. Richardson, 
Secretary, it appears that this has not been complied with, conse- 
quently it is impossible to give the number of such persons now 
in the Territory. 

From the Property Returns received at this office, it appears 
that for various reasons given, a few pieces of ordnance have been 
“dropped.” As proper certificates from authorized inspectors 
have not been received, the organizations to which the ordnance 
was issued are still held responsible. 
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It is recommended that before another Ordnance Report is due, 

{he regimental commanders require company commanders to fur- 

nish proper certificates covering all articles lost or destroyed since 

the issue of ordnance. Certificates must be in conformity with 
the following instructions from the Ordnance Department :— 


“When stores are lost or destroyed, and can not be presented 
for the action of a board of survey, they are accounted for by the 
affidavit of one or more persons cognizant of the facts, setting , 
forth clearly the facts in the case, and such testimony*of other 
officers as may be attainable. 

“The certified statement of the officer responsible for them sets 
forth the date when, the place where, and all the circumstances 
under which the loss took place. . 

“In cases where the circumstances did not come under the cog- 


nizance of the officer, the affidavit of a non-commissioned officer, 


or, if not procurable, that of ore or more privates, covering the 
facts in the case, is obtained in duplicate, and filed as vouchers." 


In the report to the Secretary of War all such articles are ac- 


. counted for as on hand, but all cartridges in the hands of compa- 


nies have been reported as expended in target practice. - 

On July 19th, general order No. 18 was issued requiring the 
Inspector General “to proceed as soon as practicable” to the in- 
spection of the Guard. On Oct. 8th information was received from 
him that it would “be impossible" for him to inspect the “North 
Dakota companies.” On the same date special order No. 10 was 
issued, detailing Maj. Wm. H. Makee to inspect the Battalion of 
Cavalry, which duty was performed by him on the 21st and 22nd 
of Oct. 

- On Oct. 10th, special order No. 11 was issued detailing Col. Wm. 
A. Bentley to inspect Co. “A,” Ist Regiment; Maj. Wm. H. Ford 
to inspect companies “H,” “G,” ^K," “B,” 1st Regiment and Ist 
Regiment Band; Capt. A. H. Burke to inspect Battery “A” and. 
companies “F” and “C,” 1st Regiment. . 

For the very prompt performance of the duty required, and the 
early transmittal of the reports, these. officers are especially de- 
serving of favorable mention. 

Owing to the fact that very few of the monthly reports required 
have been received at this office, circular letters have been sent 
out to the several company commanders for certificates of the at- 
tendance at the five drills mentioned in section 38 of the Military 

Code. On the average attendance at these five drills, and the 
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number of members present at inspection, the clothing allowance 


has been based. The delay in the inspection- of the Guard has 
caused the delay in the distribution of the clothing allowance. 

~ Your attention is particularly directed to the reports of Col. E. 
Huntington and Maj. Wm. H. Ford, Inspecting officers, and also 


to some extracts from inspection returns sent in by Col. Wm. A. 
Bentley, Maj. Wm. H. Makee and Capt. A. H. Burke, all of wpe 


are worthy of consideration. 

There is probably no state or territory in the Union, has within 
its borders a better class of men for soldiers than Dakota, com- 
posed largely of the more active, progressive and adventurous 
young men of the East. 

If the D. N. G. is not up to an average in discipline and efficiency, 
we must look elsewhere than in the rank and file for the main cause. 

It is most earnestly recommended for the states of North and 
South Dakota that the company officers require a strict attention 
to discipline and the observance of military courtesies while iu the 
armory or on duty; that the Regimental officers require a strict 
compliance with the rules and regulations governing the prepara- 
tion and transmittal of reports, returns and other necessary pa- 
pers; that the Adjutant Generals require the same compliance 
from Regimental commanders; and in turn; be held strictly in ac- 
count by their commanders-in-chief. 

Then let the states see to it that the several organizations of 
the Guard are paid according to the regulations, exactly what 
they are promised. Then will the sister Dakotas have a National 
Guard of whieh the nation may be justly proud. 

In conclusion, permit me to express my grateful aeknowledg- 
ment of kindly and eourteous consideration received from all, both 
Military and Terr itorial Officers, and to thank you for your untir- 
ing interest in all things pertaining to the wellfare of the Guard, 
and also for the confidence with which I have been honored. .

- Commander Carpenter's Report of Camp 


“Ben. Harrison." 


WaATERTOWN, Dak., Aug. 22nd, 1889. 


To His Excellency, A. C. Mellette, Governor and Commander in-Chief. 

In compliance with section 37 of the Military Code of the 
Territory of Dakota, an eneampment was called by general order 
No. 8, from Adjutant General's office, Redtield, May 20th, “to be 
held at Watertown, Dak.. on June 25th, 1889, for six days exclu- 
sive of going and returning, which camp shall be known as Camp 
Ben Harrison." 

On Jane 15th, I received general order No. 11 from Adjutant 
General's office, detailing me to assume command “of Camp Ben 
Harrison" with headquarters at Watertown, and on the 17th of 
June I issued genetal order 'No. 1, assuming command and an- 
nouncing rules and regulations for the government o: the troops 
while in cámp. 

Camp Ben Harrison was pleasautly located on the east bank 
of Lake Kampeska, three and a half miles from Watertown. 

On the 22nd, Capt. C. F. Mallahan, Commissary of Supply of 
2nd Regt., E. L. Calkins, Acting Commissary of Supply of 1st 
Regt., Lieut. J. F. Brandt, Ist Regt., Lieut. V. W. Norton, 2nd 
Regt., and 61 men reported to the Chief of Supply for the pur- 
pose of Jaying out and pitching camp; which, by the morning of 
the 25th, was accomplished according to the piana laid down in 
the regulations for the U.S. A. 


At 5 o’clock, A. M., of the 25th, Companies “B,” “O,” “F,” and | 


“K,” of the Ist Regt., arrived via St. P, M. & M. R. R. At 


o'elock, A. M., Co. “G,” 2nd Regt., and 2nd Regt. Band arrived | 


via C. & N. W. At4o'elock, P. M., Companies “A,” “D,” “E,” 
“G,” “H,” “I,” and Band of Ist Regt, and Companies “A,” “B,” 
De “E,” oF,” “H,” “L” and Battery “A,” 2nd Regt., arrived via

Col. Sheafe, commanding the 2nd Regt,. (322 officers and men)

reported their respective commands at Leadquarters in Camp Ben 
Harrison at 6 P. M., of the 25th, and were assigned their positions 
in camp, at which time general orders No’s 1, 2 and 3 were de- 
livered for promulgation. , 

At 7 P. M. there were detailed and Missed on duty, one Field 


- Officer of the Day, one Officer of the Day, two officers of the guard, 


too Sergeants of the Guard, three Corporals and forty-eight 
privates, which guard was maintained during the encampment. | 

At sanrise on the morning of the 26th, the discharge of one 
gun by Battery ^A" awoke the men to a realization of the ue 
of camp life. s 

The Chief of Supply and his able ds Maj’s J. B. Han- 
ten and E. L. Calkins, and Capt’s C. F, Mallahan and 1. C. Wade, 
provided rations which were cooked in camp by the several or- 
ganizations. This arrangement, I think, was entirely satisfactory, 
and 1 have heard no complaints as to quality or quantity. 


In accordance with the provisions of general order No. 1, the 


company and battalion drills were entered upon. Both officers 
and men manifested an interest and zeal that was maintained 
throughout the encampment. 

On this day, Col. E. F. Townsend of the 12th U. S, Inft., who 
had been detailed to inspect the D. N. G., arrived in camp, and on 
the afternoon of the 27th, at my request, drilled the troops asa bri- 


gade, after which he stated to me that he was agreeably surprised ` 


at their proficiency in brigade movements. On the 29th the com- 
mand was reviewed and inspected by him, accompanied is the 
Governor and his staff, ` 

On the 26th, by general order No. 5, a special detail of one 
commissioned officer, one non-commissioned officer and three men, 
was stationed in the city, which detail was maintained during en- 
campment. 

Pursuant to general order No.4, under the supervision of Col. 
R. J. Woods, Chief of Ordnance, with Lieut. Col. J. M. Adams 
and Capt. Wm. K. Smith as judges, the target practice was com- 
menced and carried out with the following results:

pcinted judges of competitive Company, Squad and Knock-out 
drills, whicli resulted as follows: Company drill, (16 men) 1st 
prize, $50.00, (by the citizens of Watertown) was awarded Co. “F,” 
2nd Regt.,-Capt. Peake; 2nd prize, $25 00, (by the citizens of Wat 

ertown) was awarded Co. *E," 1st Regt.. Capt. Coxhead. In the 
squad drill, (8 men) the prize of $25.00 (by Gov. A. C. Mellette) 
was awarded Battery “A,” Capt. Smith. In the Knock-out drill 
the prize, $10 00 (by Gen. Carpenter) and a $20.00 overcoat (by 
Heintz Bros., of Watertown) was awarded Sergt. Frank L. Ran- 
som, Co. “D,” 1st Regt., Capt. Kutnewsky. 

In accordance with special order No. 2, the command left 
camp at 1 o'clock P.M. and proceeded to the city, wherethey were 
met by the Commander-in-chief and his staff, who preceded them 
through the principal streets-of the city to the Arcaid hotel, from 
the portico of which, accompanied by Col. ‘Townsend aud many 
oi the prominent citizens, he reviewed the troops in their passage 
to the court house square, where they were formed iu mass by divi- 
sions, and served with lemonade by the ladies of Watertown. 

. The tronps were then addressed by the Mayor of the city, 
Governor Mellette, Cos Townsend, Sheafe and Bentley, after 
which they returned by the W. & L. K. R. R. to camp: 

In accordance with special order No. 8, all drill was dispensed 
with on Sunday, June 30th, and religious service, conducted by 
Rev. Father D. V. Collins, Chaplain of the 2nd Regt., assisted by 
Rev. Mr. Barrington, of Watertown, was held at 2:30 P. M. in the 
Ist Regt., and at 3:30 in the 2nd Regt.; brigade Dress Parade at 
5:45 and service again at sundown by Rev. P. E. Holp, of Water- 
town. 

About one o'clock Monday morning, the peaceful slumber of 
the soldiers was rudely broken by the “long roll” being vigorously 
beatén on the color line. In a very short time skirmishers were 
thrown out and nearly the whole command was in line, thor- 
oughly armed and determined to repel any invasion. Word coru- 
ing in from the picket line that there was no enemy east of the 
‘lake, all returned to their quarters and quiet was restored. 

Of the seyeral carefully prepared reports of the Field Officers 
of the Day, I beg leave to submit that of Col. J. M. Adams for 
June 90th. 1 have chosen it from the others, not only on account 
of his seniority and thorough military ability, but as the exptes- 
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sion of one who has been in attendance at all of our former en- 
 campments. 


Camp BEN Hansson Watertown, Dak., June 30th, 1889. 
To Geo. W. Carpenter, Brig. Gen'l Commanding bus 
Str:-- I have tho honor to report in relation to my duty as 
Field Officer of the day: 
lst. I find the health of the men in camp good; military 
courtesy improving very materially since camp was formed, and 
police duty splendid. 
2nd. The morals of the command are good and much im- 
proved from what former encampments have been. No case of 
intoxication has come to my notice. Every man has id placed 
on his honor and in no ease has violated it. 
9rd. ‘I'he soldierly bearing of guards on duty has nod 
iniproved since the first day of camp. 
4th. No complaint has been made as to quality or TO 
of provisions, but, on the contrary, all, without a single exception, 
have spoken in the highest praise of their treatment while in 
camp. | 
5th. Camp duty is performed cheerfully and orders obeyed 
gromptly which would do credit {o veterans, although the tone of 
the duty has been arduous, considering that the young men com- 
posing the D. N. G. areall, with few exceptions, composed of stu- 
dents, cierks and professional men, not accustomed to out-door 
avocations. 
6th. I cannot close this report without complimenting, in 
behalf of my associates, the good judgment of his Excellency, the 
Commander-in chief of the D. N. G., in his selection of the camp 
and the manner in which it has been condueted with a view of 
doing the most good to our young and rising citizen soldiery.

On J uly 2nd, at 6 o’clock A. M., in compliance with general or- 
der No. 6, the command left camp and boe by various 
routes to their several headquarters. 

In closing this report I wish to say that Camp Ben Harrison 
was locaved on dry, rolling prairie, where a plentiful supply of 
‘good, pure water was obtained from the Lake and the health of 
the men was evidence of the wisdom of its selection. 

The report of the sick on June 26th was two men; on 
the 27th, three men: on the 28th, nine men; on the 29th, fivesmen, 
on the 30th, four men; and on July Ist, two men, and none seri- 
ously ill. | l 

During encampment the officers and men performed their du- 


ties cheerfully and well, considering their military experience, | 


many recruits having been enlisted in May and June and one en- 
tire company, Co. *K," 1st Kegt., having been mustered into the 
` service on the 16th of May. 

The officers and men showed a great desire to become proti- 
cient iu guard duty, paying strict attenticu to iustructions and 
making marked improvement. 

In making mention of the officers of the command, I desire 
to express my appreciation of tbe soldierly deportment, ability 
and zeal of Col’s Sheafe and Bentley, and of their cheerful obedi- 
ence to orders. 

The members of the Governor's staff were present during the 
eneampment, and rendered valuable assistance in many ways. 

In this connection I desire to mention that Col. Townsend 
was present in camp nearly all the time, and rendered valuable 
assistance in suggestious as to routine of camp duty, military 
courtesy and discipline. 

Adjutant General Huston reported to me in camp on June 
22nd and was in constant attendance during encampment. He 
was ably assisted by Capt. Sprake, of Co. “K,” 1st Hegt., who was 
detailed as Assistant Adjutant General, and the services rendered 
were highly appreciated by me. |

Fort Yarzs, N. Dak., July 11th, '89. 


Adjutant General U. S. Army, Washington, D. C, 

Sir:—I have the honor to report that, pursuant.to instruc- 
tions contained in paragraph 13, Special Orders, No. 133,.Head- 
quarters of the Army, Adjutant General's Office, current series, 
and letter accompanying it, I left this post June 22nd, ultimo, and 
arrived at Watertown, S. Dak., during the afternoon of June 24th. 

I found the camp of the Dakota National Guard finely lo- 
eated neur Lake Kampeska, about three and a half miles from the 
city. It-1s the most suitable location for a camp ground that 
these troops have yet had—a fine, hard turf, and plenty of pure, 
delicious water, with excellent natural drainage. Having never 
been before so occupied, it was perfectly clean. | 

I found the tentage for the troops already in position and ar- 
ranged for two regiments of ten companies each, with all the nec- 
essary appurtenances as required by the “tactics.” Late in the 
afternoon of June 24th, the first company arrived, and by night 
of the 25th about all were on the ground. 

No encampment of these troops had taken place since the 
summer of 1887, and I expected to find them lacking in many 
points. I was hardly prepared, however, to find that the person- 
nel of the rank and file had almost entirely been changed, not ten 
per.cent. of the enlisted men who were present at former encamp- 
ments being now in ranks, while nearly -as great a change had 
taken place in the line of officers. The field and staff, however, 
remained practically the same as heretofore. 

The 1st Regiment Dakota National Guard, Col. Wm. A. Bent- 
ley, commanding, is composed of ten companies, coming from as 
many different towns, one of which, from Casselton, had been or- 
ganized but about six weeks. This regiment numbers, present 
and absent, 38 commissioned officers and 389 enlisted men, of 
which there were present in camp Saturday, June 29th, (on which 
day I made a formal inspection of the entire commend); 30 com- 
missioned officers and 281 enlisted men. 
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The 2nd Regiment Dakota National Guard, Col. Mark W. 
Sheafe, commanding, is composed of nine companies, and a bat- 
tery of artiliery temporarily attached. These companies, as in 
the Ist Regiment, come from as many different towns. It num- 
bered, present and absent, 36 commissioned officers and 363 en- 
listed men; in camp June 29th, 33 commissioned officers and 292 " 
enlisted men. : | 

The camp was named “Camp Ben Harrison,” and was com- 
manded by Brigadier General George W. Carpenter, chief of sup- 
ply of the territory, and who was specially assigned to the com- 
mand by the order of the governor of the territory. Brigadier 
General J. S. Huston, adjutant general of the territory, acted as 
adjutant general of the troops. 

His Excellency, A. C. Mellette, governor of Dakota, was pres- 
ént nearly or quite every day, and took great personal interest in 
the routine. of duty and in improving the discipline of the troops. 

The troops were fed by contract; the rations consisted of 
bread, butter, fresh meat, potatoes, beans, and occasionally other 
vegetables. The cost of the ration, I was informed, amounted to 
20 cents. The food was prepared by company cooks, much as iu 
the U. S. service in the field, and was sufficient in quantity and 
excellent in quality. I made numerous inquiries and could hear 
no complaints; all expressed satisfaction. —

I nctieed a marked falling off in the instruction of the troops 
since former encampments, due to the almost entire change in 
the personnel; nevertheless, in several of the companies it was ev- 
ident that much care on the part of the company officers had been ` 
taken, and those companies in their drills conducted themselves 
very creditably, notably the companies from Valley City and 
Grafton. 

All of the companies were exercised constantly in the UN 
company drill, including skirmishing; the'regiments in battalion 
drill every day and one day in brigade drill. 

Considering the disadyantages under which they labored, the 
troops went through their work most creditably. The usual 
guard mountings and dress parades were held daily, and after the _ 
first few days were yery well executed. > 
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The battery of artillery, (“A”) Captain W. K. Smith, com- 


- manding, is provided with two 3-inch rifles, with limbers and car- 


riages, but no caissons. Captain Smith has labored to instruct his 
battery under circumstances which would have utterly discour- 
aged most men. For several years he had but wooden dummies, 
and even now has received no harness and but few equipments. 
The horses used were hired draft horses of the town, and the har- : 
ness such as could be found and made temporarily available. 
Nevertheless with this crude outfit, he executed a surprisingly ef- 
fective drill, while the manual of the piece,. the dismoanting and 
mounting of the pieces and carriages, changing wheels, ete, 
showing great ability on his part, and that the cannoneers were 


well instructed. I recommend that he be furnished, as soon as 


practicable, caissons for the two pieces he now has, harness and 
equipments complete, and Lorse equipments for chiefs of pieces 
and sections. * 

Friday, June 26th, the troops marched from the camp ground 
io the city and passed in review before the governor and staff. 


. Having seen how raw they were.in many respeets, I was much 


surprised to note the great steadiness of their march, their exact 
allignment, and fine soldierly appearance on this occasion. In- 
deed, they improved rapidly day by day until the close of the en- 


campment. 


The police of the camp was excellent. Acting on a recom- 
mendation made by mein a former report, bed ticks had been 
provided, which, filled with straw, made a comfortable bed, and 
the tent floors were not covered with unsightly litter. 


I also noticed that the many different uniforms of former 
days had nearly or quite disappeared. But one company up to 
this time has failed to provide itself with the United States reg- 
ulation uniform, and that one in general effect is much like the 
others. Arms and equipments are of the regulation pattern and 
were generally in good order. But few of the companies, how-. 
ever, have the complete field outfit, the blanket-bag, haversack, 
canteen, &c. 

With regard to discipline, t there appeared to be much laxity; 
many seeming to consider this a grand pic-nic. Too many men. 


were allowed to go to town, consequently there was much noise 
e | 
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there at night. Enlisted men, in many cases, were not well in- 
structed in the courtesies due to officers, the observance of which 
conduces so much to good discipline. Men were seen every where 
with blouse or coat entirely unbuttoned, passing and repassing 
their superiors without notice. 

The duties of sentinels were poorly performed; men were not 
well instructed, and could be seen lounging upon their posts or 
talking and laughing with passers-by. Toward the .latter part of 
the. encampment this was somewhat improyed. 

[recommend that the captains of companies, first of all, 
thoroughly instruct their men in the “setting up” drill, at the 
same time impressing upon them the absclute necessity for an ex- 
act observance of military courtesy whenever on duty. The du- 
ties of sentinels should be taught in the armory, as it so easily 
can be done. There should be no such exhibition of ignorance of 
these duties as I observed at this encampment. 

An attempt was made to have some target practice, but it- - 
was rather unsatisfactory. The time was too short for any ex- 
tended practice, no regulation targets were provided, so it was 
confined to shooting at a circular target at ranges of 300 and 500 
yards, each man firing five shots at each range. Even this small 
‘amount took a great deal of time, which, I think, might have been 
devoted to other matters more adyantageously. 

1n closing this report I beg to express .my acknowledgments 
. for courtesies extended to me by his excellency, Governor Mel- 
. lette, and his staff, to Generals Carpenter and Huston, Colonels 
Sheafe and Bentley, and, indeed, to all connected with the Da- 
kota National Guard; they endeavored, constantly, to make my 
stay with them agreeable, with notable success.

It is wrong to expect a portion of the people of the territory 
to maintain an efficient military organization, and ask them to de- 
vote fifteen or twenty days in each year to that service, without 
paying them a fair and reasonable compensation therefor. .

DISCIPLINE. - | 

The efficiency of a:military organization, all Tem things be- 

ing equal, depends upon the discipline, and I find that the D. N. 


_G. fully appreciate and understand this. . The different compa- 


nies are anxious to be instructed and are wiiling to obey. How 
to accomplish better “nee has been fully discussed by my 


predecessor. 


I am of the opinion that in our case it can only be done by 
moral suasion, and the only way to deal with refractory parties is 
to discharge them “for the good of the service," and have the or- ' 
ders relating thereto published to the whole command. 

However, in justice to the Guards, I must say that in three 
years’ experience as a member, no lack of courtesy or intended 
breeeh of discipline has come to my knowledge. 

Courtesy and discipline are to be taught by the officers, and 
example is a better teacher than precept. 

. ,2 UNIFORM, ZEE 

With the exception of one company the second — has 
the U. S. regulation uniform, as provided by the military code of 
the territory and only need overcoats to complete their uniform. 


EQUIPMENT. 

All the companies are fally.armed with the new Springfield. 
rifle, caliber 45, model of 1884, but lack belts, cartridge boxes and 
bayonet scabbards, only 27 of each having been issued to the com- 
pany. Eech company has 27 cantéens and the same number of 
haversacks and blanket-bags, but I am informed that a requisition . 


has beén made for an adequate number to supply the Guard. 


The result of my inspection is shown by the inspection rolls 
and property returns of each company sent herewith, and in addi- 
tion, I will briefly state my. personal ideas concerning each com- 
pany. ) un 
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| COMPANY “A,” STATIONED AT FLANDREAU. 

This company seems to be well officered but a lack of har- 
mony exists between the captain and his company. Their drill 
and military appearance is not what 1t should be for the length 
of time they have been in the service. I recommend that the com- 
pany be more careful in their personal appearance, and that the 
regimental commander inquire into and adjust, if possible, the 
differences between the captain and company. They have a poor 
armory and unless more life and enthusiasm is shown, they can- 
not keep up to the standard. 


COMPANY “B,” STATIONED AT SIOUX FALLS. 

This company has a good armory; is well officered and finely 
disciplined. Their captain is a veteran of the late war, and the 
company shows his work. Their drill and courtesy—good. They 
are a model company. 

COMPANY “0,” STATIONED AT HURON. 
This company is badly disorganized and, unless reorganized 


at once, I recommend it be mustered out. Their drill is very poor. - 


COMPANY “D,” STATIONED AT ELK POINT. 


This is a model company; is well officered and are a fine body 
of men. They have a fine armory which they own, costing about 
$2,800. I found drill, discipline and courtesy good, and desire to 
make fayorable mention of First. Sergeant James Phillpson as a 
model officer. | 


COMPANY “E,” STATIONED AT DE SMET. 


This is one of the best companies in the Guard; is ably offi- 
cered and composed of excellent men; are above the average in 
personal appearance, Their drill was excellent and they are in 
all respeets a model company. 


COMPANY 5," STATIONED AT ABERDEEN. 


This company should be classed among the best of the second 
regiment. They are ably officered and their appearance shows 
efficient work, both on the part of the officers and men. Their 
uniform is a model in neatness and everything shows the effect of 
piscipline. Their drill is good; military courtesy, good; their ar- 
mory is small but I am informed they intend building one of 
their own larger the coming year.

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COMPANY “G,” STATIONED AT BROOKINGS. 


This is a good company; is ably commanded; its military ap- 
pearance is good; and discipline and instruction good. They are 
in a healthy condition. 


COMPANY “H,” STATIONED AT WATERTOWN. 

This is a good company: they made a good showing in drill; 
courtesy good. My inspection came at an unfortunate time for 
them, their captain and first lieutenant being necessarily absent. 
They have the best armory of any company in the second regi- 
ment. They should show more enthusiasm in their work and re- 


. cover lost ground, which, with the material they have, they can 


easily do. 


COMPANY “I,” STATIONED AT MITCHELL. 

This company is in a healthy condition; has a good armory; 
their military appearance, good; discipline, fair; instruction, ex- 
cellent; with thorough drill would be one of the best organiza- 
tions in the regiment. 


COMPANY “K,” STATIONED AT WEBSTER. © 
This is a good company, well officered and ably commanded; 
is composed. of excellent material; their drill and dicipline is 
good. I recommend that they pay all possible attention to drill. 
They have a good armory and in all respects are a credit to the 
regiment. ^ 


COMPANY “tL,” STATIONED AT REDFIELD. 

This company is one of the best in the regiment, is composed 
of excellent material and ably commanded. ‘Their drill is good; 
discipline and military courtesy good. I recommend that they 
proeure the regulation uniform as soon as possible. 


COMPANY “M,” STATIONED AT YANKTON. 
This is an excellent organization. They have a good armory 
and are well commanded.

CONCLUSION. 

My inspection came at a time of the year when it was impos- 
sible to get as full an attendance as was desired. The majority 
of the Guards come from all branches of trade and my. inspection 
came at the busiest season of the year, yet the attendance in most 
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instances was good. .The Guards are ih a good. healthy condition 


as a whole, and should a. call for actual service be made by the 
commander-in-chief, I believe the attendance would be greater 
than at my inspection. i 

In most of our towns the great drawback toa frolas com- 
pany is the shifting population. This I know from personal ex- 
perience as a company commander. As has been: said by my 
, predecessor, Col. Elson, “as suon as a member of the company is 

| fairly drilled, he leaves and a raw recruit takes his place,” thus 
keeping down the standard. I am satisfied that all has been done 
in nearly every company that could be to keep an interest. But 
the annual eneampment must be held. The different compa- 
nies must meet annually in regimental organization or you can- 
not expect to attain the best results. All the Guards ask at the 
hands of the Territory is fair treatment. 

They should be fairly paid. If they are expected to obey the 
laws as prescribed by the military code of the Territory, and hold 
themselves in readiness to fall in at the call of the commander, 
we should, on our part, see that fair di on the part of

.. Sm:—I have the honor to report that, in or € with 
special order No. 11, Adjutant General's Office, Oct. 10th, 1889, I 
have personally visited and inspected the following companies of 
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the Ist Regiment, D. N. G.:—Co. “B,” Fargo, Oct. 17th; Co. “G.” 
Valley City, Oct. 15th; Co. “H,” Jamestown, Oct. 18th; Co. “K,” 


- Casselton, Oct. 16th; and the 1st Besiment Band at Valley City, 


Oct. 15th. 

I find these companies in-good condition, composed of a su- 
perior class of men, presenting an appearance that is a credit to 
Dakota Territory. I find them in every instance well drilied and 
willing to advance; well disciplined, as near as I could judge 
from being with them so short a time. Officers and men courte- 
ous.and gentlemanly. E 4 

I find these companies equipped with the new Springfield ri- 
fle. model of 1884, all in good condition, and also find that since 
last inspection, they have been supplied with twenty-seyen sets of 
improved equipments per company, with the exception of leather 
belts which are now 1n bad condition, and 1n my opinion unser- 
viceable, and would recommend that new*belts be issued at once - 
if practicable. 

Co. "K," of Casselton, are using the old style of cartridge box 
and bayonet scabbard which I also consider unserviceable. There — 
is also an insufficient number of the new equipments; the compa- 
nies will average forty men and with only twenty-seven sets of 
eqnipments leaves them in bad shape. 

In regard to armories, 1 find that each company has a large, 
well ventilated hall suitable for the purpose, in most instances 
being a skating rink, dimensions 50 by 150 feet. All haye gun 
racks, clothing lockers, &c., &c., and everything is we taken care 
of and in its proper place. 


COMPANY ^p," STATIONED AT FARGO... 


This company is well and ably commanded;- are well drilled 
and have a fine military appearance.. 


COMPANY ''G," STATIONED AT VALLEY CITY. 


This company is well officered and present a fine appearance, 


. but are not up to the average in drill. I find that the company 


have neglected to drill since encampment, which makes it bad. 
However, with more attention paid to drill, they will make one of 
the best companies in the state. This company was originally 
Co. “F,” of the Second Regiment

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COMPANY “H,” STATIONED AT JAMESTOWN. 


This company has a good military appearance and is well of- 
ficered but, as is the case with Co. “G,” have neglected to drill 
often enough. With plenty of drill will make an excellent com- 


pany. 
COMPANY "E," STATIONED AT CASSELTON. 


This company, for the length of. time it has been organized 
(May 16th, 1889), is one of the best. They have not as yet sup- 
plied themselves-with dress uniforms but intend to do so at an 
early date. Discipline, very good; drill and military appearance, 
very good. and to all appearance, every man a perfect gentleman 
as well as soldier. I would particularly call attention to the ac- 
couterments of this company as being in every way unfit for ser- 
vice, being the old style. 


FIRST REGIMENT BAND, STATIONED AT VALLEY CITY. 


I find that the band -has never been inspected before and 
know nothing whatever about it. They made a very creditable 
` appearárice, and, so far as I could judge about their music, it was 
creditable also. The band has quite a large room to meet and 
drill in but have no property that belongs to the Territory, that 
is to say, no belts, equipments, &e., de. 
Wüile there may be defects in these different organizations 
' which de not show ın this report, 1 will say that. for the short 
time which I was with them I was unable to discover them, and I 
must say that I think these companies are a credit to Dakota Ter- 
ritory and will compare favorably with many of the organizations 
- in the older states. a 
1 would be ungrateful did I close this report without som 
expression of my feelings in regard to the many acts of kindness 
and courtesies extended to me on my inspection tour, short as it 
was. The uniform kindness with which I was received will eyer

In the inspection report:of Co. “A,” Ist Regiment, Col. -Bent- 
ley remarks that “The pbysical condition and appearance of the 
men is goud; uniform new and of the U. S. Regulation pattern; 
discipline good; instructions good; condition of property good; 
character of armory is first-class. With the exception of three 
recruits this company is well drilled; the new men are doing well,” 

In the inspection report of Battery “A,” Ist Regiment, Capt. 
Burke remarks that “The physical condition and appearance of 
the menis of a high standard; umform clean, neat and weil 
fitting; discipline strict and commendable; instruction, excellent; 
condition of guns and accouterments all good except one Spriug- 
field rifle in which breech block is broken by accident; character 
of armory, good; proficiency in drill, first-class.- . That theoretical 
knowledge and efficiency of officers is, so far as to its commander. 
first-class, that of tbe other officers, while younger in the service, 
is good and praiseworthy. I find that this organization has never 
been fully equipped. That no caissons, artillery harness, carbines, 
sabers, haversacks, canteens, blanket bags, and, what is more sur- 
prising, no ammunition of any kind has ever been furnished for 
thé cannon. The ammunition used at encampment was-procured 
and made by themselves. I recommend that this.arm.of the ser- 
vice be fully equipped as soon as practicable, as it is nearly five 
years since tie battery was organized.” 

In report of Co. “C,” Ist Regiment, he says that “The physi- 
eal eondition and appearance is good; uniform, U. S. Regulation; 
discipline, strict; instructions, good; condition of accoutrements, 
good; character of armory, large and commodious; proficiency in 
drill, fair; theoretical knowledge of officers, very good all around. 

In report of Co. *F," Ist Regiment, he says “That physical 
condition and appearance is good; uniform, U. S. Regulation; dis- 
cipline, good; instructions, good; condition of property, good; 
character of armory, neat and comfortable and while not large is 
the best quarters that can be procured; proficiency in drill, fair; 
theoretical knowledge of officers is, as far as commander, above 
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the average, the lieutenants fair, and the non-commissioned 
a good average.” | 

Maj. Makee reports five of his staff oficer present at inspec- 
tion and two absent; that their “Appearance, uniforn, discipline 


‘and proficiency is good; that theoretical knowledge is fair.” 


Of troop “A” he says “That physical condition and appear- 
ance is good; uniform, poor, not having but one suit in two years; 
discipline. good, I might say excellent; instruetion, good; eondi- 


tion of accoutrements, in good order; character of armory, a frame .- 


building 20 by 50 feet, well furnished with lockers for guns, uni- 
forms, etc., and has an attractive appearance. The men show 
good proficiency in the school of the soldier, ‘and fair in the man- 
ual of arms; roll and records kept in good shape; theoretical 
knowledge of officers good, the captain and Ist iieutenant have 
both seen service and are good otficers. The troop is a fine body: 
of men and take great interest in the organization. Their suits 
are nearly worn out and I wouid urge the prompt pay ment of the 
di allowance due them.” 

: His report of troop “B,? is to the effect that “Condition and 
appearance is good; discipline, poor, greatly owing to not reciv- 


ing proper encou.agement from the Territory; instruction, fair; 
condition of accoutrements, good; character of armory, not very 


good; proficiency is fair not having encampment the last season 
greatly demoralized the troop; theoretical knowledge of the offi- 
cers 18 poor; many of the men away temporarily. I would urge 
the prompt payment of amount due the men on uniform allow- 
ance."

He also found on the Executive table, bills from the different 
Military Companies for armory rent and allowance on uniforms 
in arrears for the fiscal year ending March 12th, 1889, aggregating 
some four thousand dollars, certified to by the adjutant general . 
and awaiting the action of the Executive. __ 

. It is obvious that all the funds that ean be made available for 
payment of maintenance prior to March 12th, 1889, is the sum of 


- one thousand nine hundred and seventy-two dollars and thirteen 


cents, aboye named. . 

After much consideration it is finally adjudged that the above 
sum shall be distributed as armory rent and used in payment of 
the rent of each organization entitled thereto to the same date. 

Upon careful examination of the rent accounts and computa- 
tion of balance due each organization on this basis, it is ORDERED, 
that ihe sum of one thousand nine hundred and seventy-two dol- 
lars and thirteen cents be distributed as follows:

It will be seen from the foregoing that the disbursement ex- 
hausts the appropriation and that it pays the rent accounts of each 
organization for 1888 up to the same date, leaving the entire cloth- 
ing allowance in arrearage. 

The Commander expresses regret at this condition which 
leaves the military organizations without even the pittance pro” 
vided by law for their maintenance; but such is the case, and 
there is no redress except by future legislative appropriation. 

He can only encourage them to persevere in maintaining their 
organizations which have reflected so much credit on Dakota in 
the past, and are so necassary for her well being in the future, by 
the fact that in so doing they are discharging a high and unselfish 
duty of citizenship, and they will reap their reward in the con- 
sciousness of duty performed'and in the. increased prosperity to 
our territory resulting from the security afforded by the National 
Guard; and to assure them that he will make every effort to pro-' 
mote their well being and secure them their rights under the law 
during the short time to transpire until their reorganization under 
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the laws of the two states of South Dakota and North Dakota. 

You are commanded to promulgate this communication to the 
men in your commands, and upon presentation of vouchers duly 
receipted, the auditor will issue warrants to the proper officers for 
the amounts specified. 

I may state that the appropriation for maintenance during 
the year beginning March 12, 1889, is ample to meet both rent and 
clothing allowance, and to cover the expense of an encampment if 
thought advisable to hold sme before the dismemberment of the

men will supply themselves with cooked rations while going to

V. A detail, consisting of one commissioned officer, three 
non-commissioned officers and thirty (80) men is required from 
each regiment, which detail will report. to the Chief of Supply at 
“Camp Ben Harrison,” on June 18, 89, at 4 o'clock in the afternoon.

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VI. Transportation vouchers for use en route will in due 
time be furnished for the use of field and staff officers, companies, 
regimental bands and detail. ; 

VII. Company commanders and drum majors will be al- 
lowed to muster two extra men, each, who shall be detailed as

VIII. The command being supplied with blanket-bags and 
haversacks, no baggage will be allowed, except for commissioned 
officers and members of non-commissioned staff, which must be 
limited to one chest each. ` 

IX. It is expected that the citizens of Watertown will fur- 
nish horses for use' of mounted officers, but such officers must 
furnish their own saddles and bridles. 

X. The command will be inspected as usual by an officer of 
the U.S. Army, detailed by the War Department for that purpose. 

--XL During encampment, regimental commanders will re- 
port to and receive orders from J. S. Huston, Adjutant General, 
D. N. G., who will be in command of the camp until further orders. 

XII. During encampment, and prior thereto, Battery 
“A” will be attached to the Second Regiment and will report to 
and receive orders from the headquarters of said regiment. 

XIII. The attention of company commanders is directed to 
Section 37, Military Code; by the provisions of which only those 
men who have been active members of companies should be taken 
to camp, and no transportation, per diem, -or: subsistence will be 
afforded to otber than men on active duty.
